Fight for Life. 


What docs thia heading mean? 


The Kxaminer Sunday morn ing con- 


tained Additional particulars concerning 
the Kile by O. J. Woodward, president 
of Iho First National Bank ot this city, 


>f forged stork of tho Consolidated Hank 
of Klsinore. 
The Examiner 
alleges 


that Woodward knew the stock was 
forged when he sold ittoD. M.Tom- 
blin of the "Uank of Madera. 
The 


transaction, according to the San Fran- 
cisco paper, was as follows : 


In October, 1890, Baird aud his part- 


ner, Brown, needed $4000 to make a 
payment to Thomag E. Hughes, "the 
father of Fresno," from whom they had 
bought large tracts of land . This suin 
they secured from O. J. Woodward of 
the First National Bank of lrrosno. 
They secured their joint note by attach- 
ing'lhercto 400 shares of the stock of the 
Bank of Madera. This stock was all 
forged. 


The- note became due in December fol- 


lowing, and Baird and Brown being un- 
able to pay, asked for a renewal. They 
were granted this on condition that ad- 
ditional security be put up, and Baird 
sent Woodward 120 shares of stock in 
the Consolidated 
Bank of 
Elsinorc, 


which Baird is said 'to have manufac- 
tured, like other securities that he dis- 
pensed with so liberal a hand. With a 
view of protecting himself, Woodward 
sent this certificate of Block to the Con- 
solidated Bank of Elsinorc without the 
knowledge of Baird to be transferred 
and new stock igsued to 0. J. Wood- 
ward, as trustee. 
This was on December 19, 1890. 
Not 


receiving a reply, Woodward again wrote 
on DeceinuerltO, 1S91), and 011 January 
3, 1891, ho received u reply indorsing 
the new certificate in his name as trua- 
lc;. Nevertheless this certificate was 
as worthless as tho one for which it was 
substituted. Baird had a confederate in 
the bank at Kfeinore. Thi« confeder- 
ate intercepted Woodward's letters, for- 
warded them to Baird at Madera, who 
set up his forgery plant, produced tho 
new certificate;, wrote Iho letter of trans- 
miltal, forcing Cashier Killing' name 
alpo. This was probably sent by ex- 
press to the confederate at Elsinoro,and 
by him mailed there, thug making every- 
thing look regular. This accounts for 
the loss of time between December 19, 
1BUO, and January H, 181)1. 


When the collapse of the Maderu 


Bank occurred and some of Ilaird's for- 
geries wore discovered, Woodward be- 
came uneasy about his Elsinoro Bank 
stock, continues the Examiner, and 
wrote to Cashier Kuhns of the latter 
bank for information on November 17, 
Ittll, After waiting n week without re- 
ceiving an answer, Mr. Woodward wired 
to the bank at Elsinore asking if cer- 
tificate of stock No. ~~ -oi that bank 
stood in his name, as trustee, on Ihe 
bank's books. On Novl-mber 2.5th he 
received word from the Eleinoro bank 
Unit the cerlilicale in question stood in 
tho name of F. W. Wright, and that 
there was no stock in Woodward's 
name. 


On November 27th. two days later, 


Woodward transferred this slock lo 0. 
51. Tomblin, knowing, as Ihe Examiner 
Bays, that the stock was fraudulent. 
Mr. Woodward was questioned con- 


cerning this transaction by a llwuiii.i- 
CAN reporter last evening, and made tho 
following statement: 


"There was nothing wrong in the 


transaction involving the transfer by me 
to D. M. Tomblin of the slock of Iho 
Bank of Eleliioro, referred to by tho 
city paper. 1 made a loan to Baird aud 
Brown of $4500 on their note, receiving 
ns security at Hrsl400 shares of stock of 
the Madera bank. Later they were 
granted an extension of time, on which 
occasion Baird gavo mo as additional 
security the IClainorc bank stock. 


"This flock 1 sent lo the bank at Elsi- 


noro, with the request thai it be trans- 
ferred to me an trustee. It was some 
lime before 1 received the now certifi- 
cate and 1 had to write twice for it. At 
that timo 1 thought nothing of the de- 
lay. 
When the iMadera bank trouble 


ca'me 1 got uneasy and went to Madera, 
submitting the 4U!> shares of that bank 
received from Baird and Brown to Tom- 
hlin's inspection, lie pronounced tho 
!toH: genuine and raid at mice they 
ivonld guarantee our loan, which he put 
n writing. 


"At that time Ihe Madera hank owed 


is $nT>00, ai-ii'o from tins amount In 
•owed by Huird. On October -7, 1S!)I, 
iftcr he b;ul given na the guarant 
Tomblin wrote, 'yon may charge 
with the amount due you from the 
Bank of Madura ; as to the private mut- 
ter of Bairdand Brown, I shall he glad 


> have yon hold ft over for a few days.1 
"On November 27th following, Tom- 


din came down to pay tho nolc. He 
saw all of my correspondence on the 
subject of tho Elsinore bank stock and, 
of course, was also shown the telegram 
stating that there was no stock of that 
Dank in my name. Nothing was hidden 
TO in him, he being made acquainted 
with all the particulars. In fact he was 
,he llrst one that ever intimated the 
Elsinoro stock was not genuino. He 
knew aa <nuch, even more than I did 
about it. Tomblin paid the note and I 
lianded over the securities, receiving the 
Following receipt: 
" 'FIIKSNO, Cat., November 2li, 1891. 


'Received of the First National Bank 


of Freano note of W. F. Baird and John 
Brown of October U, 1S90, secured by 
;wo hundred shares nf Hank of Madera 
stock standing in the name of W. F.

One hundred and twenty 
shares of stock in the Consolidated Bank 
of Klainorc, stock standing in the name 
of O. J. Woodward, trustee.

they are hereby released from all obliga- 
tions that have been accrued nr may ac- 
crue on said stock. Also, the said First 
National Bank docs not guarantee the 
said stock to be genuine. Also, received 
telegram and correspondence in regard

"It is very plain from line that Tomb- 


lin knew what he was getting. The note 
was paid, not on ttie collateral, but on 
the written guarantee of the Bank of 
Ma;eru. Even at tii.it time I was in- 
clined 10 believe there was some mis- 
take, and am of the opinion now that 
tlm Klainorn stock was1 an over i^sne 
rather than a forgery. If i!. was a for- 


A 5Ieeting Held by Scandinavian 


Colony Vineyardists. 


The fruit and raisin growers of Scan- 


dinavian colony held a mooting lust Sat- 
urday evening to consider the advisa- 
bility of organizing for the purpose of 
self protection and to discuss the fruit 
and raisin questions in all their bear- 
" 1KB. 


Tlie sentiment wasimanimoiiely favor- 


able to the plan for the growers to com- 
bine to pack and market the products ot 
their orchards and vineyards. 


William Harvey of this city addressed 


the meeting, and read statements from 
u large number of circulars obtained 
during his travels in the eastern states 
last fall, showing bow the commission 
packers, their agents and brokers in the 
east, undersell each olher and cut the 
price on raisins at the loss of the grow- 
ers. 


Mr. Harvey said raisins and dried 


grapes cost to stem and Hack $3'ncr,toii, 
while the commifsion packers charge 
$7.50. lie also read statistics showing 
how the charges made by commission 
packers cut into the profits of the grow- 
ers, the charges in each instance exceed- 
ing 50 per cent of the gross amount re- 
ceived for the raisins entrusted to them. 


Mr. JIarvey advocated the formation 


of local or county organizations and 
afterwards of a stale exchange. This 
accomplished, the raisin and fruit indus- 
tries of California wouln bo on a sound 
basis and the growers wovld receive tlic 
full benefit of their crops. 


Mr. Walsh of Lone Star also spoke 


:imi urged the growers to co-operate. 
He said a few growers at Malaga shipped 
a car load of peaches, apricots and rais- 
ins to Nebraska. For the peaches and 
apricots they received 15 cents nnd for 
the raisins 8 nnd 'J cents per pound. Mr. 
Walsh stated that a commission packing 
company of Fresno made $40,000 in 1892 
by handling raisins.
